It is runt easy for me to believe that they have had the contact they've had with 
^ivin^tone without realizing that he is not in contact with reality. I do not raise this 
as a possible argument in a lib q|l suit because T have no such thing in mind for a number 
of reasons not the least of which is that I now am not up to any such stress. Again, it is 
another question of common decency, of publishing an irrational man who has no contact with 
realm ty, who intends to be hurtful and lias been whether or not within the laws of libel* 
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I were interested in retaliation there are obvious possibilities. I have made 
no such effort and plan none. 

My interest is not in harming the sick man. It is in ending the visious campaigns 
he has been waging against us and in learning whether or noTCarroll & Graf do/^ntend to 
publish the insanity upon which ±a he is n^g aged. This does have the effect of subsidi- 
zing it if not in fact, khether or not of law, of being part of it. 

While I cannot be certain until I read that letter I believe that as with the 
letter to me where ^vingstone does not merely lie he distorts and misrepresents. 

As for the conspiracy he invented to make himself the victim of it, Shaw has been 
here fifonly once % and I then debunked the i^oject he was working on. We have nit been in 
phone or maii coniact. 6r\ fa 

I hear from Mack rarely and in recent years only with regard to his trying to have 
an assassination picture enhanced. I’ve l^ied him the clearest print but most of their 
hope rests on a print with more contrast. I disag ree and have publicly with his and 
his colleague's interprea-'C^fen of that picture and it must have been much more than five 
years since he borrowed my print. 

For years the only contact between errell and me was my response to an occasional 



Xmas card from her and expressions oi‘ xyxac sympathy over her and her husbands serious 
illnesses and accidents. On the assassination, she and I have not been agreement from 
our first contact more than 25 years ago. 

Some conspiracy, huh? And on the intent to harm him, his accounts of what happened 
at the SSK insanity, which I also have never had any contact with, are entirely false. 

The proofs of this range from independent accounts written and sent me unsolicitedly to 
the published account of the reporter he touk there with him hoping for some favorable 
publicity where he lives, in Baltimore. That also was sent me without my asking for it. 

I did not even know about it. I have never had any interest in Livingstone other than not 
have him intrude into my life.

I have not been 
in touch with Ferrell for many, many months, only slightly then, and I do not intend to

enclose I decided that o^ those Livingstone lias identified as his accomplices there 
is one to whom I should write. When I v/ent td the next to the bottom file^rawer to get 
his address I discovered th^t I was not able to read the identifications on the file 
folders. It took a little time but by pulling them up I finally got the correct one 
and returned to my desk and wrote that man. I v;as unsteady on arising and had to hold 

onto objects to get to my desk. After writing that letter when I got up I found I am 

still unefeady, epe especially when I turn rny head. And /tyow I have to dress and drive to 
tiie medical lab for the blood test not only scheduled regularly for today but particularly 
because the snow prevented my getting the test scheduled for tliis last FridaJ. I have had 
them thrice weekly for many years. 

I'll be careful, of course, and I do not have to rush. I get there in time to walk a 
bit in the building in which the lab is. 

This the effect that maniac has had on me. I can only imagine what it has done to 
Ferrell to put her under a doctor's care for panic attacks. 

My purpose in tliis is to indicate to you that this is not merely something we do 

not llice and resfcnt.
